HIE riots which have been 

l going on for some time 

past in East and North 
London, round about meetings 
held by Fascist organisations, 
are a racket. . 

They .are not spontancous. 
They are a mean, cruel, dirty 
racket, inflicting serious’ in- 
jurics directly on these London 
districts and indirectly on the 
whole of England, which certain 
persons have promoted to serve 
their own interests. 

The pretext these persons 
have used is the determination 
of Sir Oswald Mosley to return 
to politics. That he really 
hopes to do so is hard to believe. 
It. is, indeed, as if the proposi- 
tion that Queen Anne is dead 
were disputed ‘by Queen Anne 
herself. But he has gone into 
business as a publisher, and on 
his list are books, pamphlets, 
and a news-letter, written by 
himself in the character of a 
political leader.

It unfortunately happens’ that a 
number of men have stathered § to- 
gether to revive the title of an ob- 
xcure pre-war organisation . named 
the British League of LEx-Service- 
men, und hold vorious mectinjss in 
various parts of London, at which 
they profess Fascist doctrines ns pros 
fessed- by Sir Oswald before the war, 
sell these new writings of his, and 
frequently refer ta him as “the 
greatest Living Enjrlishiman,.” 

These men fll into various cate- 
gorles, Some are men rho lack 
neither inieligence nor education, 
who are blinded to fact-by their ad- 
miration for the strong arm stulff 
of Fascism, and ithe black magic by 
which it gave power over the silly, 
simple people to the knowing little 
wing. Others “are stupid men who 
are too stupid to recoymise a fact if 
they fell over one, 

The worst of these gre the Isind 
of stupid men who indicate with 
a nod and a wink that nobody can 
fool them, they are much too clever, 
with a cleverness which tells them 
-that—there—we 
Belsen and Buchenwald, atid that 
all the phetosraphs and articles 
published concerning, them were just 
propaganda Invented by the news- 
papers, There Is nothing: to do with 
these people, who mean no harm but 
have a blind eye for the truth, cx- 
cept walt) around with an under- 
teker, Only death cures sudh ob- 
stinacy. Ls 

Others again are nol so much 
stupid people as simpletons: And 
perhaps it would be dalrer to call 
them saints who have never found 
the right stuff to be ‘saintly about, 
who have poured theip faith into 
unworthy v s. Those are the 
people who stood by Mosley even 
after 1937, when the whole world 
had made up its mind about him, 
his movement was splitting, and he 
had become not a menace but a 
music-hall joke, :

The British League can claim one 
speaker only who has ‘a lively mind 
and considerable command over the 
Aricks of oratory. But even he Is 
not very good, and all his colleagues 
are bores, 

Some of them practise the first- 
[ine boredom of Inaudibility. They 
cannot manage the microphone, and 
fill the surrounding streets with 
sounds as of a dairy farm just before 
milking. Others, too audible, are 
trite and verbose. 

Their matter is monotonous, It 
must be necessary more restricted 
than‘ it was before 1039, when they 
could ‘point to. the triumphant 
achlevements | und humanitarian -

Contrary to popular belief, the 
Fascist speakers, with very few ex- 
ceptions, devote far moro’ time «to.

Their attacks 
on the Jows consist usually of vague 
references to “Internntional finance.” 
abstract maliimity about Palestine, 
and disclosures of such weighty scan- 
dals as that Mr Litvinoff was born 
a Finkelstein and My Zinovieff an 
Apfolbaum. 

‘At. far..greater, Jength, and 
with cqual passion, do they 
expatiate on a doctrine .of pre- 
ferenco. within the British Com- 
monwealth mhich is  fundament- 
ally, it must be admitfed, not very 
different from _ ‘that advocated for 
long by Lord Beaverbrook and re~ 
cently by Mr Bovin.
